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This  morning's  mail  brought  a 
letter  indicating  that  a  good  stu- 
dent whose  home  is  over  700 
miles  from  Clinton  is  interested 
in  enrolling  in  our  freshmen  class 
this  fall.  He  was  influenced  by  a 
former  PC  student  who  said  that 
his  most  enjoyable  and  helpful 
period  of  study  was  at  PC,  al- 
though he  has  professional  and 
graduate  degrees  from  two  of 
America's  most  distinguished  uni- 
versities. 

This  letter  reminds  me  again 
of  our  debt  of  gratitude  to  alumni 
whose  loyal  support  is  the  stabil- 
ity of  this  institution  and  whose 
willingness  to  seek  out  promis- 
ing high  school  students  has  en- 
abled PC  to  maintain  full  college 
dormitories  at  a  time  when  col- 
lege enrollments  are  decreasing 
throughout  the  United  States. 

We  now  have  more  paid  room 
reservations  for  next  fall  than 
we  have  ever  had  at  this  time  of 
year  in  the  previous  history  of 
PC.  We  are  confident  that  we 
will  have  a  waiting  list  this  fall 
as  we  have  had  for  the  past  six 
consecutive  years. 

This  situation  will  be  of  maxi- 
mum value  to  us,  however,  only 
if  alumni  continue  to  help  us  se- 
cure enrollment  of  superior  stu- 
dents who  will  contribute  to  the 
constant  improvement  of  stand- 
ards. The  greatest  service  which 
each  of  you  can  render  us  is  to 
pick  out  the  most  outstanding 
secondary  school  student  in  your 
community  and  discuss  with  him 
the  opportunities  offered  by  Pres- 
byterian College. 
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Winning  the  Christian 
Medal  of  Honor

He  who  possesses  the  Con- 
gressional Medal  of  Honor  is  the 
holder  of  the  highest  military 
award  for  bravery  that  can  be 
given  to  any  individual  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  During 
World  War  II,  I  had  the  great 
privilege  of  recommending  a 
member  of  my  infantry  battalion 
for  this  award.  The  Medal  of 
Honor  is  truly  a  mark  of  bravery 
and  one  that  clearly  distinguishes 
gallantry  beyond  the  call  of  duty. 

Also,  I  had  the  privilege  of 
seeing  young  Americans  who  de- 
served an  award  equally  as  great, 
considering  the  point  from  which 
they  started  and  the  forces  from 
within  which  they  were  up 
against.  It  is  an  award  which  I 
like  to  think  of  as  the  Christian 
Medal  of  Honor,  given  mentally 
to  young  Americans  who  are  up- 
rooted from  their  home  environ- 
ment, called  to  serve  on  a  col- 
lege campus  or  on  their  country's 
battlefield  and  who,  in  the  face 
of  extreme  difficulties,  still  main- 
tain their  faith  in  God  and  a  sense 
of  meaning  in  life;  individuals 
with  honor  and  a  deep  sense  of 
duty  to  God  and  to  their  country. 

In  this  day  of  corruption  in 
high  places,  with  dishonor  on  the 
college  campuses  as  shown  by  the 
West  Point  incident  and  the  bas- 
ketball scandal,  I  like  to  look  at 
some  of  the  great  hours  of  my 
life  and  think  about  young  men 
with  honor  and  high  moral  and 
ethical  standards  who  have  stood 
in  the  past  and  today  are  stand- 
ing true  to  their  high  moral  con- 
victions and  sense  of  duty. 

I  would  like  to  tell  you  about 
an  unknown  American  youth  who 
did  not  win  the  Congressional 
Medal  of  Honor  but  who,  in  my 
mind,  won  the  great  battle  of  life 
and  who,  I  think,  deserves  the 
Christian  Medal  of  Honor. 

On  Christmas  Day,  1942,  the 
Thirty-Second  Infantry  Division 
was  in  combat  against  the  Jap- 
anese at  Buna  in  southern  New 
Guinea.  I  was  a  lieutenant  as- 
signed to  the  second  battalion  of 
the  127th  Infantry  Regiment,  and 
my  job  was  to  guard  a  trail  di- 


rectly behind  the  fighting  front 
and  to  turn  back  any  American 
fighting  men  who  might  get 
scared  and  start  running  to  the 
rear. 

About  3  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon I  saw  a  young  American 
come  running  down  the  trail  to- 
ward the  spot  where  I  was  stand- 
ing. Tears  were  streaming  down 
his  face  and  he  was  shouting: 

"I  can't  stand  it  any  longer! 
I'm  a  coward;  I  can't  go  through 
with  it.  If  I  stay  up  there  I'll 
surely  get  killed,  and  I  don't 
want  to  die." 

I  realized  that  there  was  a  war 
going  on  inside  of  him,  a  war  be- 
tween the  forces  of  honor  and 
good  and  the  forces  of  evil  that 
would  tear  him  apart  and  tag  him 
as  a  coward  for  the  rest  of  his 
life. 

I  asked  him  to  sit  down  on  the 
roots  of  a  tree  and  told  him  that 
I  realized  a  little  of  the  struggle 
that  he  was  up  against  and  that 
if  somehow  he  would  have  faith 
and  would  call  on  God  that  he 
would  receive  power  to  overcome 
the  forces  that  were  keeping  him 
from  playing  the  part  of  a  man. 

He  sat  down  beside  the  tree 
and  I  saw  him  nod  his  head  and 
breathe  a  short  silent  prayer. 
After  this  I  asked  him  if  he  had 
received  any  letters  from  home 
lately  and  he  replied: 

"Yes,  I  have  two  here  in  my 
pocket,  one  from  my  mother  and 
one  from  my  sweetheart." 

As  he  pulled  them  out  of  his 
pocket  I  could  see  his  muddy 
fingerprints  all  over  the  pages, 
which  showed  they  had  been  read 
many  times.  I  asked  him  to  read 
them  again,  thinking  that  this 
might  help  him  to  win  the 
struggle  he  was  facing.  He  sat 
there  and  read  them  over  and 
over. 

Then  after  awhile  he  picked  up 
his  steel  helmet  and  his  M-l  rifle 
and  went  back  to  the  fork  of  the 
trail.  To  his  right  was  the  trail 
leading  back  to  the  fighting  front 
and  possible  death.  To  the  left 
was  the  trail  going  back  to  the 
hospital  area  where  he  might  get 
evacuated  to  America,  back  to 
his    family    and   his   brown-eyed 


Sally.  No  doubt  all  of  these 
thoughts  crept  through  his  mind. 

First  he  took  a  long  look  to 
the  right  and  then  to  the  left, 
and  then  in  my  heart  he  won  the 
Christian  Medal  of  Honor  when 
he  turned  and  went  to  the  right 
in  the  direction  of  the  machine 
gun  and  mortar  fire,  back  to  the 
place  of  duty  with  his  platoon  on 
the  firing  front.  He  won  a  great 
victory  over  himself  and  gave  to 
his  country  another  man  in  the 
battle  for  freedom. 

But  that  is  not  the  end  of  my 
story.  Late  that  afternoon  the  sun 
cast  its  golden  rays  out  across  the 
kunai  grass  and  the  sky  was  filled 
with  many  colors  as  if  some  of 
God's  angels  had  taken  gold  dust 
and  scattered  it  all  around,  a 
scene  which  I  believe  God  paints 
in  the  evening  on  the  battlefront 
to  remind  his  followers  in  both 
sides  that  no  matter  what  the  day 
might  bring  forth,  He  is  the  great 
Commander-in-Chief  and  all  will 
be  well  with  His  men. 

The  firing  became  faster  and 
heavier  and  the  litter  squads  be- 
came more  numerous  on  the 
trail.  One  litter  squad  stopped 
right  in  front  of  me  to  rest,  and 
as  I  looked  down  I  could  see  that 
the  blanket  was  over  the  broken 
body  of  a  soldier.  When  this  was 
the  case,  I  usually  tried  not  to 
look  because  I  knew  there  was 
nothing  I  could  do.  But  for  some 
unknow  reason,  I  reached  down 
and  pulled  the  blanket  from  the 
young  American's  face. 

There  he  was,  the  young  man 
to  whom  I  had  been  talking  a  few 
hours  before.  As  I  looked  and  saw 
his  torn  body,  too  far  beyond  re- 
pair for  the  medical  hospital,  I 
knew  that  in  a  few  minutes  he 
would  be  meeting  his  last  retreat 
formation  and  God   was   beckon-

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Alumni  Adopt  Living  Endowment 


New  Officers 

Presbyterian  College  alumni 
have  elected  two  new  officers 
and  re-elected  three  others  to 
help  guide  the  destiny  of  the 
Alumni  Association. 

At  the  annual  Association 
meeting  held  during  Homecoming 
last  Nov.  3,  W.  C.  Baldwin  '39  of 
Clinton  was  named  Association 
vice-president  and  D.  F.  Kirven 
'23  of  Sumter  was  chosen  presi- 
dent of  the  Walter  Johnson  Club. 
Baldwin  succeded  Charles  Garri- 
son of  Greenville;  Kirven  re- 
placed Collie  Anderson  of  Clinton. 

Re-elected  to  two-year  terms  of 
office  were:  Charles  N.  Plowden 
of  Summerton,  alumni  representa- 
tive to  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and 
L.  A.  McCall  of  Florence  and  Dr. 
A.  W.  Simpson  of  Washington, 
Ga.,  directors  respectively  for 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

Robert  L.  Wylie,  Jr.,  of  Char- 
lotte is  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  He  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Tom  Plaxico  of  Clinton 
were  elected  last  spring  to  two- 
year  terms. 

Among  the  newly  elected  off- 
cers,  Baldwin  is  vice-president  of 
the  Baldwin  Motor  Company  of 
Clinton,  and  Kirven  travels  for 
the  Investors  Diversified  Serv- 
ices, Inc.,  with  offices  in  Colum- 
bia. Plowden  serves  as  director  of 
the  South  Carolina  Research  and 
Development  Board  ;  McCall 
maintains  farming  and  auto- 
motive interests  in  Florence;  and 
Dr.  Simpson  is  a  practicing 
physician  in  Washington,  Ga. 


A  one-million-dollar  Living 
Endowment  program  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege Alumni  Association. 

Alumni  assembled  for  the  an- 
nual Association  meeting  at 
Homecoming  voted  unanimously 
in  approving  the  Living  Endow- 
ment resolution  presented  by 
Doctors  Duncan  C.  Alford  '21  and 
Furman  Wallace  '37  of  Spartan- 
burg. 

The  new  plan  will  serve  the 
same  purpose  as  the  present 
Alumni  Fund  and  will  not  neces- 
sitate curtailing  any  of  the  ob- 
jectives, whether  for  new  dormi- 
tory, scholarships  or  memorial 
building.  Neither  will  it  interfere 
with  Walter  Johnson  Club  activ- 
ities or  any  program  the  college 
may  adopt  for  its  permanent  en- 
dowment. However,  at  the  same 
time  it  is  believed  this  Living 
Endowment  program  will  present 
donors  with  a  clearer  view  of  the 
importance  of  their  contributions. 

This  does  not  mean  one  million 
dollars  is  the  annual  goal.  The 
goal  is  the  interest  which  an  in- 
vestment of  one  million  dollars 
would  bring  into  the  college.  And 
$10  from  each  alumnus  can  meet 
this  objective.  That's  how  impor- 
tant small  contributions  are. 

For  example,  a  contribution  of 
$10  per  year  would  be  credited 
on  a  Living  Endowment  program 
as  $333.  The  $10  is  how  much  PC 
receives  in  interest  annually  from 
an  investment  of  $333,  so  a  regular 
donation  is  equivalent  to  this  in- 
terest and  benefits  the  college 
just   as   much  as   far   as   current 


operating  expenses  are  con- 
cerned. 

By  the  same  token,  a  contribu- 
tion of  $100  will  be  credited  to 
Living  Endowment  as  $3,335  and 
a  gift  of  $1,000  as  $33,350. 

Dr.  Alford — in  presenting  the 
resolution  for  the  Tri-County 
(Spartanburg  -  Union  -  Cherokee) 
Alumni  Chapter  which  sponsored 
it — said  the  key  to  the  program  is 
regular  contributions.  Alumni,  of 
course,  do  not  obligate  themselves 
to  maintain  regular  gifts,  but  it 
is  the  annual  gift  which  assumes 
the  role  of  interest  on  a  much 
larger  investment. 

The  Living  Endowment  resolu- 
tion pointed  out: 

"Since  with  present  income  tax 
schedules  it  is  difficult  for  any 
one  person  to  accumulate  enough 
money  for  large  donations,  this 
program  will  allow  an  alumnus 
to  make  the  Living  Endowment 
contribution  and  rather  than  pay 
the  amount,  pay  only  the  interest 
which  that  amont  would  bring  in- 
to the  college." 

It   closes   with   this  suggestion: 

"As  an  individual  goal,  it  is 
felt  that  one-fourth  of  each 
alumnus'  annual  donations  to 
benevolences,  community  pro- 
jects, etc.,  should  be  made  to 
Presbyterian   College." 

And  Dr.  Alford  issued  this 
challenge  to  alumni  everywhere: 

"If  each  alumnus  would  give 
something  each  year,  then  the 
future  of  PC  will  be  secure  and 
it  will  continue  to  be  one  of  the 
best  small  colleges  in  the 
countrry." 


Estes  Wins  Service  Award 


Tom  Estes  of  Union  is  the  re- 
cipient of  the  Alumni  Service, 
Award   for    1951. 

He  was  chosen  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  Board  of 
Directors  to  receive  this  citation 
given  for  outstanding  service 
rendered  the  PC  Alumni  Associa- 
tion during  1951. 

Estes,  a  member  of  the  Class 
of  1936,  received  the  award  on 
the  basis  of  his  work  with  the 
Tri-County  (Spartanburg-Union- 
Cherokee)  Alumni  Chapter.  He 
served  as  president  of  this  group 


during  the  past  year  and  showed 
strong  initiative  in  bringing  its 
full  support  behind  Presbyterian 
College. 

The  name  of  the  1951  award 
winner  has  been  inscribed  on  a 
plaque  which  hangs  in  the  Alumni 
Office  at  PC  and  which  bears 
the  names  of  these  three  previous 
winners:  The  Rev.  C.  Walker 
Sessions  '31,  Walter  E.  Walker 
'30  and  Lt.  Col.  Powell  A.  Fraser 
'42. 

Estes  holds  a  position  of  in- 
dustrial engineer  with  the  Mon- 


arch Mills  of  Union.  Prior  to  this 
he  taught  school  and  coached  for 
a  number  of  years. 
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Homecoming  brought  an  enthusiastic  group  of  PC'uns  back  to  the  campus  last  Nov.  3.  A  large  num- 
ber came  early  to  take  part  in  all  of  the  fun  and  stayed  through  the  climactic  football  victory  over  Ca- 
tawba. Some  of  the  activity  as  pictured  here  included:  the  afternoon  band  concert  by  Presbyterian's 
crack  ROTC  musical  group,  Spencer  Dormitory  decked  out  for  the  occasion,  crowning  of  the  Home- 
coming Queen  at  halftime  and  the  big  turnout  for  the  Alumni  Luncheon.  Class  reunions,  the  Alumni 
Association  meeting,  president's  reception  and  a  pre-game  Smorgasbord  rounded  out  the  full  Home- 
coming schedule. 
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As  the  1951  Alumni  Fund 
pushes  towards  its  April  1  close, 
Presbyterian  College  pauses  to 
pay  tribute  to  those  alumni  who 
have  given  support  so  far. 

Three  times  as  many  contribu- 
tors are  listed  here  as  made  the 
final  roll  call  in  1950,  and  more 
are  expected  to  join  the  ranks  be- 
fore the  books  close  in  another 
month. 

It  has  been  an  encouraging  re- 
sponse, with  more  than  $3,500 
paid  in  or  pledged  as  of  this  date 
by  close  to  150  alumni.  It  repre- 
sents a  sizeable  increase  from  the 
1950  figures  of  $2,492  by  60  con- 
tributors. 

Except  for  1947 — when  the  con- 
certed endowment  drive  was  un- 
der full  steam — the  1951  Fund 
gives  every  indication  of  being 
the  most  successful  in  the  brief 
history  of  this  project.  Every 
class,  between  1916  and  1951  is 
represented  among  the  donors  ex- 
cept 1946. 

The  Class  of  1941  has  forged  in- 
to the  lead  with  12  contributors 
at  this  point.  The  number  has' 
been  doubled  since  the  Fall  re- 
port when  this  class  was  dead- 
locked with  1940,  each  with  6 
donors.  Current  records  show 
1940  with  9  contributors  for  sec- 
ond place. 

PC's  latest  class,  1951,  runs 
third  in  the  numerical  standings 
with  8  donors;  while  1939,  1948 
and  1950  each  have  7.  Follow- 
ing closely  with  6  apiece  are 
1936  and  1943. 

On  a  strictly  percentage  basis, 
the  top  citation  so  far  goes  to  the 
Class  of  1904  which  has  2  contrib- 
utors out  of  a  possible  total  of  5.

PC  Family  Affair 

Jacobs  Press  in  Fourth  Generation 


A  young  alumni  brothers  team 
in  Clinton  is  carrying  its  family 
printing  tradition  into  the  fourth 
generation  in  a  plant  closely  tied 
in  with  Presbyterian  College 
throughout  its  history. 

Jacobs  Brothers — now  under 
the  joint  ownership  of  Hugh  '41 
and  William  P.  Jacobs  III  '40— 
maintains  the  unbroken  chain 
which  reaches  back  to  1875. 
Printer's  ink  first  got  in  the 
Jacobs  blood  back  when  the  Rev. 
William  P.  Jacobs,  founder  of  PC 
and  Thornwell  Orphanage,  began 
printing  bulletins  and  newsletters 
to  help  gain  support  for  his  insti- 
tutions. 

His    son    Ferdinand    '87    estab- 


lished his  own  printing  and  re- 
ligious advertising  agency  in 
1898,  and  the  printing  part  of  this 
set-up  was  the  predecessor  of 
Jacobs  Brothers  today. 

The  firm  reached  probably  its 
greatest  heights  under  the  late 
William  P.  Jacobs  II  '14,  promi- 
nent business  man  and  PC  presi- 
dent who  directed  its  operations 
during  the  1940's.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1948,  it  was  publish- 
ing three  national  magazines 
(Sportfolio,  American  Lawn  Ten- 
nis Magazine,  and  Aim)  and 
maintaining  editorial  offices  in 
New  York,  Chicago  and  Washing- 
ton.

the  river.  As  I  looked,  I  saw  and 
felt  the  words   of  the  poet: 

"The  many  men   so  beautiful, 
and  they  all  dead  did  lie 

And  a  thousand,  thousand 
slimy  things  live  on 

And  so  did  I." 

When  he  felt  the  blanket  go 
up  off  his  face,  he  opened  his  eyes 
and  recognizing  me,  he  used  the 
last  strength  of  his  body  to  whis- 
per: 

"You  know,  I'm  glad  I  went 
back;  I'm  happier  now  than  I've 
ever  been  before.  Now  my  home, 
my  country  will  live  on  because 
I  went  through  to  the  end." 

Regardless  of  where  the  pil- 
grimage of  life  may  take  me,  I'll 
always  be  grateful  for  the  free- 
dom of  my  country  and  my  home 
because  one  young  American 
went  through  to  the  end  and  won 
the  battle  of  life,  the  Christian 
Medal  of  Honor.

During  this  period  the  plant 
received  national  recognition  as 
the  PC  Press. 

William  and  Hugh,  taking  over 
upon  the  death  of  their  father, 
restricted  operations  and  sold  the 
national  publications.  However, 
they  have  been  rebuilding  stead- 
ily and  look  to  more  distant 
horizons  again.  At  present,  80  per- 
cent of  their  business  volume 
comes  from  outside  Laurens 
County. 

Jacobs  Brothers  today — with 
William  concentrating  upon  art 
work  and  editorial  assistance  and 
Hugh  handling  the  business  and 
sales  end — has  become  a  specialist 
in  publications  work.  The  con- 
cern now  prints  five  business 
house  organs,  seven  yearbooks 
for  high  schools  and  colleges  (in- 
cluding the  PaC  SaC),  the  nation- 
ally circulated  Beta  Club  Journal, 
the  South  Carolina  Young  Farmer 
and  Future  Farmer  Magazine, 
and  numerous  bulletins  and  cata- 
logues, in  addition  to  usual  com- 
mercial type  printing. 

It  is  the  only  printing  shop  in 
South  Carolina  with  its  own 
photo-engraving  plant  and 
through  the  years  has  served  as 
a  training  ground  for  printers 
now  scattered  throughout  the 
South.  At  least  six  South  Caro- 
lina printing  plants  are  now 
owned  and  operated  by  former 
Jacobs  employees.
